With 86% wool and 14% silk, these fabrics are con¬ 
structed so that a pure dye silk yam runs lengthwise, 
and yam-dyed wool runs crosswise. 

Because of low strength silk yard breakage 


occurs 

at point of strain. Then when fine silk fibers work to 
the surface points of folding or creasing. Sometimes 
the wool yam works to the surface in form of little 
“pills.” And some fabrics shift or slip yam where 
they’ve been darted, tucked or seamed. And depend¬ 
ing on manufacture, there may be a variety amount of 
slirinkage. 

Here’s what to do when buying: 

• get items with deep, finished seams this prevents 
fraying. • get a looser fit; this prevents separation at 
line of seams. • allow for freedom of movement; this 
lessens strain in use and choose a cleaner whose 
knowledge and ability has been established by the 
quality of his cleaning. In plain language.

shed light on sometimes complicated measures, and he 
is happy to answer questions. 

Adams retired in April after serving two four-year 
terms on the Sierra Madre City Council. He also served 
as councilman from 1976-1980, and twice has been a 
past mayor. For several years, he was a member of the 
Pasadena City College Board, and was their president 
for two years. Adams earned masters and doctoral de¬ 
grees from use and UCLA, and his career has includ¬ 
ed being a criminal justice professor at Cal State Long 
Beach, an advisor to several chiefs of police, and CEO 
of the Forty-Niner Shops, Inc. at Cal State Long Beach.

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A LHe for the Dogs

If you’re looking for the gift for the dog who has 
everything, or if your favorite K-9 friend needs some¬ 
where to stay while you’re at work, or on vacation, look 
no further than Kate Warren, who has completely rede¬ 
fined the concept of pet care. 

Once upon a time, Kate had “normal” jobs. She taught 
school. She was a legal secretary. After her son got 
married, however, she decided to look for something 
more rewarding, and she became a governess with the 
idea of putting away money to .start her own pet-sitting 
business, which she operated for five years, having many 
celebrity clients, as well as many clients in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and Arcadia. 

“1 was never home, when 1 was a pet sitter,” Warren 
explains, “and a lot of the dogs were expected to sit still 
for 10 hours, until someone gets home. They get bored, 
especially the working breeds.” Warren’s solution was 
to take some of her clients’ dogs home, with permission. 

What started out as one or two dogs going home with 
Kate turned into four or five, then seven or eight. She 
doesn’t allow really aggressive dogs to come to the 
hou.se. “They have a job, anyway. They have to stay 
home and protect the home.” With her keen intuition for 
animals, she has no trouble discerning potential prob¬ 
lem dogs. 

Instead of a pet-sitter, she turned her place into ca¬ 
nine day care, and a bed and breakfast “for select guests,” 
as she says. She began looking for a piece of proerty that 
she could purchase and customize specifically for her 
guests, and about two months ago, she found one. 
“Kate’s Place” is located in Alta Dena, just eight miles 
from Sierra Madre, and she picks up her Sierra Madre 
clients (the dogs, not the owners) as well as any other 
dogs within an eight mile radius. 

The Bed and Breakfast is pretty much what it sounds 
like: an overnight facility for dogs whose owners have 
other things to take care of long-term, such as vacations. 
Other dogs who take advantage of the Bed and Break¬ 
fast service have owners who are hospitalized, or in pro¬ 
cess of changing houses. 

The Day Care service is for dogs whose owners are 
too busy during the day to look after the dogs, who may 
become bored, lifeless, or destructive if left home alone, 
even with toys. ‘They’re all by themselves, and the own¬ 
ers put in a punch of toys with them, so what do they do? 
They sit for hours and look at the toys,” says Kate. “Dogs 
are very social animals; they need to bond.” 

They bond at Kate’s Place. The 20’ circumference 
main doghouse has plywood floors, windows, and is 
“very dog-friendly.” It leads into two different yards, the 
low-impact yard, mainly for puppies and older dogs, and 
the high-energy yard, which includes the two story play¬ 
house, and other options.

other,” says Kate. 

It’s not a matter of throwing a bunch of dogs into a 
big yard, however; the former school teacher believes 
in structure, and the day includes time set aside for ac¬ 
tivities as well as quiet time, and during quiet time, the 
dogs do rest. ‘They do it religiously,” Kate .says. 

The basic rules for the dogs are simple; Don’t hurt the 
other dogs. Outside of that, most anything goes. ‘They 
have fun. They’re allowed to dig, and they run and jump 
and play. They get wet and muddy. They’re allowed to 
do doggie things,” Kate .says. 

She went into the business with an eye toward look¬ 
ing at things from a dog’s perspective, and she has suc¬ 
ceeded. Although over 100 dogs have visited the Day 
Care or Bed and Breakfast, there have been no major 
fights. Kate Warren knows that she’s not going to get 
rich putting up dogs for the day, or overnight; most of 
the money she takes in goes back into Kate’s Place, 
making it better for the dogs. Some of the money that 
doesn’t go back into the business ends up at the Humane 
Society, to further their programs. She’s not trying to get 
rich, though. She’s trying to provide a happy place where 
some friendly, loyal, social animals can spend sometime 
together having fun and staying healthy, and her success 
is measured one wagging tail at a time.

The Arcadia Police Department responded to 528 
calls for service of which 133 required formal inves¬ 
tigations from Wednesday, April 29 to Tuesday, May 
5. The following is a summary report of the major in¬ 
cidents handled by the Department during the period. 

Thursday, April 30. 

1. Officers conducted a trafTtc stop at Magna Vista 
and Santa Anita around 12:13 p.m. and discovered that 
the 24-year-old male/Caucasian driver was in posses¬ 
sion of marijuana and methamphetamine Drug para¬ 
phernalia were also found in the vehicle, and the of¬ 
ficers arrested the suspect at the scene.

The City of Arcadia’s sewer system has nearly 40 
spots that are either deficient or will become deficient, 
according to a report by Boyle Engineering. Those ar¬ 
eas were prioritized, as City staff attempted to write a 
plan to revamp a system that is over 50 years old, in some 
places. 

The result of those efforts was the Sewer Master Plan, 
which developed a capital improvements program con¬ 
sisting of eight projects, and four maintenance improve¬ 
ment projects deemed critical to sustaining the existing 
system. The cost of those improvements is approxi¬ 
mately $3.84 million in 1997 dollars. 

City staff also provided four possible options for ac¬ 
tion. Option A, to take no action, would result in none 
of the proposed improvement projects being completed. 
The staff position is that to take no action will result in 
a gradually accelerating decline of the condition of the 
system, with the Sewer Fund balance being depleted by 
the year 2014.. 

Other alternatives include rate increases to complete 
the proposed improvement projects in 15 or 20 years, and 
another alternative, staff s recommendation, to complete 
the improvement projects in 20 years and to build up the 
fund balance to a “level sufficient to establish an ad¬ 
equate reserve for crisis.”

plan with an increased fund balance, included proposed 
rate increases for the next 20 years, though they would 
be subject to annual review; if the rate increases pro¬ 
jected are not needed, they won’t be asked for. As Main¬ 
tenance Services Director Pat Malloy points out, “Sewer 
rates are not a tax; it’s a fee for services.” Theoretically, 
you could decide to not pay for sewer fees, and cut your 
property off from the system. This means that the fee 
increases are not subject to Proposition 218; however, 
Malloy noted that City staff endeavored to comply with 
the spirit of Proposition 218, by giving public notice of 
Tuesday night’s hearing.
